The revised MPD test is a clinical and research instrument designed to 
assess visual perception and visual motor abilities. It consists of six 
Gestalt designs which the subject copies. The reproduced designs are 
scored for degrees of rotation, spearation, and distortion. The scores 
have been adjusted for both IQ and age. The MPD provides a rapid and 
objective method which: 

(a) classifies the etiology of reading and learning disorders 
into primary, secondary, or organic retardation. 

(b) classifies children who have behavioral problems as 
having normal, emotional disturbed, or schizophrenic 
perception. 

(c) measures the maturational level of normal and re- 
tarded children with IQ adjusted in the Visual Per- 
ceptual Gestalt and their reporductions.

THE VANE KINDERGARTEN TEST (APRIL 1968)

The Vane Kindergarten Test was developed to evaluate the intel- 
lectual and academic potential of Young children. It consists of three 
parts: A Perceptual Motor subtest, a Draw-A-Man subtest, and a Vocab- 
ulary subtest. 

The Vane Kindergarten Test incorporates the features of short 
administration time, simple directions and rapid scoring. It is intended 
to be administered any time after the first three weeks of the kinder- 
garten year. 

The VKT test manual contains examples of scoring and IQ conversion 
tables. Standardization and reliability data are included.
